Tin's institution is for the colored girls of* the South. It is 
named in honor of her whose devotion to the interests of the 
Freedmen, led her to plan the establishment of this school in 
exas. She lived to see only the feeble beginnings of the work, 
and in March, 1886, entered into rest. Willing hands and loving 
hearts throughout all the church took up the work, and by their 
generous gifts, and prayers made it what it is. The beautiful 
memorial building, which now stands complete, is almost wholly 
the work of the women of the Presbyterian Church, north, and is 
their gift to the colored women of the southwest.

I rospectus. 

Many things have been accomplished since the publication of 
our last annual circular. The new building, the Mary Allen 
Memorial Seminary, has been completed, and during the current 
year has been occupied and filled with students. A commodious 
chapel for worship and for a general school-room has been provided. 
The Musical and Industrial departments have been thoroughlv 
organized and provided with efficient teachers. 

The Literarv Department has been provided with additional 
teaching force. The Seminary is now in condition to do thoroughlv 
effective work. 

I urpose of Ir'tary olllen ^Seminary 

Its purpose is to train up young colored women in such arts and 
sciences as are taught in schools of high grade; in all kinds of 
domestic duties ; in purity, diligence, gentleness and strength of 
moral purpose ; in morals and religion ; and in such industrial 
occupations as may be profitable to them in life; in short, to assist 
them to such develop/taient of mind and heart, and skill of hand 
as shall fit them to be true mothers and educators of their race, the 
makers of true and pure homes. It provides : 
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I. A Preparatory Department 

In this students are thoroughly trained in all elementary studies, 
and prepared to enter the higher courses of the Seminary. No 
student is allowed to pass beyond this until thoroughly prepared 
to make the advance. 

II. A Teachers Course. 

This is designed for those who propose to teach in the Common 
Schools of the States, and is limited to the study of those subjects 
upon which teachers are required to be examined by County 
Boards or Superintendents. 

III. The Seminary Course. 

This is intended to give a thoroughly practical and extended 
course of study, equal to that of the best schools. 

IV The Industrial Department 

In this are taught Sewing, Knitting, Cutting and Dress-making 
and mending. The classes meet daily for instruction in this work. 
It includes also laundry work, chamber work, cooking, baking and 
dining room service All this work is so arranged as not to hinder 
the ordinary studies of the pupils. In many respects these are the 
most important, for they fit our girls to take charge of a home, and 
make them skillful in all its duties. 

V Musical Department 

In this all have dailv recitations and practice in vocal music. 
It is as thoroughly taught in its principals and practice as anv 
other branch of learning. 

Thorough instruction and training on Piano and Organ arc 

given. 

VI. Religion and Morals. 

The great purpose of the Seminary is to train up its pupils 
in the principles and practice of true religion and sound morality. 
Daily recitation- in the Bible are given throughout the entire course 
The students are careful lv guarded from all that could lead them

Marv Allen Seminary is located at Crockett, Houston County, 
Texas, on the International and Great Xorthern Railway. The 
loation of the Seminary is the highest in the County, and the most 
healthy in Eastern Texas. 

QxppnsRs 

No charge is made tor tuition. 

The whole expense of each student for the school year, for 
boarding, room, fuel, light, etc. (not including books), is forty-five 
dollars. Fifteen dollars of this must be paid on entering, fifteen 
after three months, and fifteen at the end of six months. 

Those attending onlv a part of the term will be charged six 
dollars per month. 

Free scholarships, in part or in whole, will be given to a few 
who, after trial, are found worthy and needy. 

Instruction on the organ and piano is charged for at the rate 
of 81 •">.()<) per year for the organ and $2o.00 for the piano, one- 
half payable in advance and balance at middle of term. 

Books are furnished at cost.

For school, dark calico dresses, or worsteds, with 
dark apron. Each pupil must be furnished with a coarse dress 
and large apron, for domestic work. 

Every article of clothing must be plainly marked with the 
owner's name. 

Xo white underskirts, no white aprons, nor white shawls are to 
be worn, for the reason that these greatly increase the work of 
washing. 

Each pupil is ret pi i red to bring with her a comb, tooth brush, 
needles, brush and pins, also letter paper and postage stamps, for 
their own convenience.

We shall never cease to thank God for the interest, liberality 
and prayerful zeal for the welfare of the daughters of the freed- 
men, that .sprang up in so many Christian hearts in the north, 
especially among the ladies of the Presbyterian Church, upon the 
death of Mrs. Mary E. Allen. These feelings brought themselves 
out in the speedy erection of Marv Allen Seminary, in furnishing 
its rooms, in supplying scholarships for all who needed them, in pay- 
ing the salaries of its teachers, in providing a commodious chapel, in 
clearing the whole enterprise of debt, and, above all, in remember- 
ing the institution — its teachers, pupils and work — unceasingly in 
their prayers. We plead for a continuation of their interest, work 
and prayer in our behalf. It is rare in the history of such enter- 
prises that so much is accomplished, and the whole work placed on 
so good a footing in so short a time. Whatever success has been 
attained is due, under Cod, to the friends to whom these words are 
addressed. 

We plead for a continuance, and even for an enlargement, of 
their zeal, liberality and prayer. 

Already we are crowded for room. Fully a third more pupils 
than can be accommodated are expected next term. Shall we be 
compelled to turn these increased numbers away because room 
cannot be provided for them? 

M e can do more for these girls, owing to the plan of our work, 
than any other school in the southwest. Xow is the time, above all 
other-, to reach as many of them as possible. In our judgment 
the opportunity to reach them will not remain long. The extension 
ot the building, as originally designed, is imperatively needed. 
Eighteen thousand dollars will build that extension and give accom- 
modations for two hundred and fifty boarders. Six thousand 
dollar^ will enable ns to build two stories of it, which can be 
roofed over and used until opportunity occurs to add the other 
-torics. This could be done in time for the next term, and would 
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give accommodation for fifty pupils more. Will not the friends 
who have already done so much come to our help in this matter? 
We need, also, the continuance of scholarships now in force, and 
also, additional ones. These are $45.00 a year.
